BREED OF THE WEEK —
Alaskan Malamute . . . The
Alaskan Malamute is to a
certain degree, a breed with-
out a history, for the people
who have bred and vsed him
for a lead dog for untold
generations are a triba! group
without documented records
and whose origing are un-
known. The name of the
breed comes from the name
of an arctic tribe, the Mala
mutes, who lives in the north.
western regions of Alaska.
Early explorers and travelers
referred to the Malamules as
a superior band of natives,
displaying marked ability in
making fine sleds and breed-
ing fine sled dogs of excep
|tional strength and beauty.

The Malamute's conforma-
tion indicates his close rela
tionship with the other three
arctic breeds — the Siberian
| Husky, the Eskimo, and the
Samoyed. ‘I'wo Admiral Byrd
expeditions to the South Pole
have used Malamutes and
with great success

The Malamutes' shining
hour came in 1935 when the
American Kennel Club ac-
\cepted them as a distinct
Ibreed of dog. The Alaskan
Malamute tips the scales at
about 75 pounds and in height
24 inches
